When the Lusitania vnm sank Ardmr 

Guy Empey decided that he could not 
wait for his country to declare war — so 
he sailed without orders for Rt^nd, 
and enlisted as a Canadian.

SUNDAY SCHOOL STORIES. 

For reasons, not altogether credit- 
able to our human nature, we have 
fallen Into the habit of characterising 
a certain class of tales of Individual 
goodness us "Sunday School Stories." 
It la true the literature produced for 
the libi-aries of Sunday schools, at first, 
and sometimes even now. waa sentl- 
mi-ntal. pe«Iai;tit- aiui iii>^i[UM-i-e, invar- 
iably and Incrruntly the giKjd little boy 
or girl waa crowned with a balo of 
prosperity and glory. So false was this 
to lite as to condemn this style of liter- 
ature to public criticism and contempt. 
To such a clcgree waa it carried, how- 
ever, lui to Imply that every tale of re- 
wards for purity, for honesty or for 
heroism waa false, or Improbable, at 
leaat In order to be true to life audi 
virtues must needs. It seemed, be 
cn»wn»d with thorns ami cnicilled. 
Only stories of dLsaster. of misery, of 
the miscarriage ot vrtue were and. un- 
fortunately, still are considered "real- 
iatlc." 

;>o true is this that the beauty of an 
actual incident In one of our many mil- 
itary cnmpe will be discredited by 
many minds to-day. It Is not new. In 
fact it is as old as history. It is the 
stoVy of a soldier boy who Insisted up- 
on saying Ills prayers by the aide of 
his cot. In spite of ihi> jeois of his tent- 
matea, and who, for his conalatency 
and his courage, was made a Corporal 
by bis Captain. 

We read this story In our childhood. 
The incident happened in ihe Spanish 
War. the Civil War. the .Mexican War. 
the UevoUitiunary War. in the wars of 
the middle ages in' the wars of the 
Roman Empire. It la forever recurriiu; 
in experience and in literature. It will 
ncur until war has ceased; until 
''sworils are beaten into plowshares 
and spears Into pruning hooka." and 
until boyhood has ceased to be what It 
has always been. 

And why should we call It sentimen- 
tal. Improbable, fantastic and unreal? 
It Is one of the realest and one of the 
commonest and one of the most beau- 
tiful happenings of human life, it oc- 
curs m every dormitory of every board- 
ing school of America, every term. It 
transpires In every camp, of every 
army. It Is a credit to boyhood. It Is a 
glory lo our civilization. To sneer at It. 
or to diacredit it. Is to prove oneself 
base and Ignorant, both. Not to lielleve 
It and to be moved by It to lear» la to 
miss an emotion which Is divine. We 
are not aahamed to confess that they 
fell from our own cold eyes We !o\ed 
the boy. und we honored the Taptaiii 
who iiiaile him a Corporal. It la wlim 
we would have done ourselves. It i- 
what ever>* rnpt.ain would have done 
unless I'.ls heilrt w:is dead In his Ims- 
om: unli»ss he h:id forj;otien ihe moth- 
er at whose kni'es he prayed and was 
too iiinorant to understand that It tool; 
more courage for that beardless boy to 
say hla prayers, under the contempt of 
hla tentm.'ites. than to go over the toj- 
of a treneli In l-'landers. 

We do not want to be credulous. Wc 
do no', want to he Retitiniental. We d" 
not want to enciuraire the idea that 
lierol.sm will alwnsy be lowuided. Bui 



we want to be able to recognlio cour- 
age when we see It! We want to ow 
able to realize that such devotion to ■ 
duty aa that lad showed Is the stuff of 
which Individual heroes are made and 
^ictOrlous armies are composed. Sudi 
boya are tbe salt of the earth and the 
light of the world. God bless 
Cincinnati Enquirer.

gress and the country to the necessity 
of giving the rivers mor*' attention, 
no Big Sandy project is along to the 
po4at where four more dams would 
reach a very conHlderabie coal field. It 
Js a good time to unce resumption of 
the Improvement. The money already 
apent is not well invested if we quit. 
It would be a fine investment for the 
public if carried far enough to handle 
liver ■Upmenta of coal alonff a route 
of several miles. This is entirely prac- 
tical n'>w, since the dam below th** 
mouth of the Ilic .^andy enables boats 
to get out into the Uhio at any time. 

The railroads are not able to handle 
the business available. The C. and O. 
dlaoooragea new coal operations. They 
refuse to set cars, we are told, for tiew 
mines that would open along their line 
on the Big Sandy. They dislike to put 
In sidings or to allow them to be pat 
In. They have more business than they 
can handle already, without increasing 
it. Unless leKis'ntion more favorable 
to railroad oiNr.itlon and development 
is f<«-thcominB veiy soon the railroads 
are going lo dras along at the r'rar of 
the procession as they are at present 
retjirdlrie the prfu^re.ts o' a'l '.-irpe af- 
fairs. H'lwm llie u'-i^'n-- i- .1 •!;• I-i- 
terstate Commerce Commission and a 
number of cumbersome laws the rail- 
roads are in the middle of a bad fix and 
the country is doinK most of ih" suf- 
fer int. 

Ri\-er transportation will come back 
if given a chance. The demands of the 
times will force it l>ack.
